May it pleaſe your Mayeſtie, 


FJOur Majeſties moſt loyall, and faith- 
{| fu'l Subjes', the Lords and Com» 
}| mons in Parliament have duly con- 
ſidcred the Mcſlage received from 
your Majeſty, concerning your pur- 
poſe of going into Ireland in your 
own perſon to proſecute the warre there with the 
bodies of your Engliſh SubjeRts levied,tranſported, 
and may ntained art their charge,which you are plea- 
ſed topropound to us, not as a matter wherein your 
Majeſty deſires the advice of your Parliament, but 
as alrcady firmely reſolved on , and forthwith 
ro be put in execution, by granting out Commiſ- 
ſions - for the 'levying of two thouſand foot, 
and two hundred Horſe for a Guard for your per- 
ſon when you ſhall come into that Kingdome, 
wherein we cannot chuſe but withall reverence and 
humility t5 your Majeſty , obſerve that you have 
declined your great Councell the Parliament, and 
varied from the uſuall courſe of your Royall Prede- 
ccflors, that 2 buſinefſe of ſo great importance con- 
cernine the peace and ſafety of all your Subjects, 
and wherein they haye a ſpecial intereſt by your 
M-jeſties promiſe, and by thoſe great ſums which

they have disburſed , and for which they ſtand in- 
gaged ſhould be conchided and undertaken without 
eheir adyice, whereupon we hold it our duty to de- 
clare, that if ar this time your Majeſty ſhall goe into 
Freland, you will very much endanger the [afety of 
your Royall Perfon and Ki nd of all other 
States profeſſing the Proteſtant Religion in Chri- 
ſtendome, and make way to that crucll, and blowly 
Dcſigne of the Papiſts every where to root out and 
deſtroy the Reformed Religion as the /riſh Papiſts 
have in a great part already cffeed inthar King- 
dame and in all likelyhood would quickly be at- 
tempted in other places, it the conſideration of the 
ſtrength and unionof the two Nations of England 
and Seo:laxd, did not much hinder , and diſcourage 
the execution of any ſuch deſigne, and that we may 
manifeſt tro your Majeſtie , the Canger and miſery, 
which ſuch ajcurney and erterprize would procure 
we preſent to your Majeſty tte Reaſons of this our 
humble opinion, and advice,

at this time of fo much diſtraQion in this King- 
dome, whereby they may hope we ſhall be diſabled 
to ſupply the warrethere, eſpecially there appearing 
leſle neccſſitic of your Majeſties J rurney at this 
time, by reaſon of the manifold ſucceſſes which God 
hath given azainſt rhem. py 

3. Itw:ll much hinder and impaire the meanes 
whereby this warre is to bee ſupported , 
will encreaſe the charge of ir , and in both 
theſe reſpects, make i: more inſupporrable to your 
SubjeAs:and rhis we can confidently aftirme,becauſe 
many of the Adventurers who have already ſubſcri- 
bed, doeupon the knowledge of your Majcſtics In- 
tentions, declare their reſolutions, not topay in their 
money, and others very willing to have ſubſcribed, 
doe now profeſfe the contrary. 

4. Your Majeſties abſence muſt neceſſarily very 
much interrupt the proceedings of Parliament, and 
deprive ycur Subj:&s of the benefit of rhofe further 
Ads of Grace, and Juſtice which we ſhall humbly 
expe from your Majeſty forthe eſtabliſhing of per- 
fe&t union, and muruall confidence betwixt your Ma: 
jeſty and your People, and procuring and confirming 
the proſperity ahd happineſle of both. . 

5. Ir will exceedingly encreafe the jealoufies and. 
feates of your people, and render rhe doubts of your 
Subjects more probable, of ſome force intended by 
ſomc evill counſells neere your Majeſty, in oppoſiti- _ 
on to the Parliament, and favour of the malignant 
party of the Kingdome, | 

6. It will bereave your Parliament of that advan- 
tage, whereby they were induced to undertake this 
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managed by their advice, which cann »t be done, if 
your M ;jeſtie contrary rotheir Counſel! ſhall under- 
tak: ro order and governe it in your owne Perſon, 
Upon which and divers other reafons wee have re- 
ſolved by the full and concurring agreement of both 
Houfes,that we cannot with the dutie which belongs 
ro us, conſent to any Levyes,or raiſing of Souldiours 


tobe made by your M jjeſty, for this your intended - 


expedition into /reland, or to the piyment of any 
Army or Souldiers there, but fuch as ſhall bee im- 
ployed and governed according to our advice and di- 
recion, and that if ſuch Levyes ſhall be made by any 
Comm fon of your Majeſty, not agreed toby both 
Hou'es ot Parliiment, wee ſhall be forced to inter. 
pret th: ſameto be rayſed to the tcrrour of your peo- 
ple, and cdiſturvance of the publicke peace, and hold 
cur ſelves bond by the Lawes of the Kingdome, to 
apply the authority of Parliament ro ſuppreſle the 
lame. : 
An1wedoefurther moſt humbly declare, rhat if 
your Majeſty ſhall by ill counſel, be perſwaded to 
goe contrary to this advice of your Parliament 
(which we hope your Majeſty will not, VVe doe not 
inthat caſe hold our [elves bound, to, ſubmit to any 
Commiſſioners, which,yoar Majeſty ſhall chooſe, 


but doe reſolve to-preſerve and gaverne the King-. 
d ne by the-counſell and advice of Parliament far 


your Mijeſtieand your Poſteritic accurding to Alle» 
oiance,and the Law of the Lany.. 
Wherefore w moſt humbly pray, and adviſe yoyr

Majeſty, to deſiſt from this your intended; paſſage , 


into /yeland, and from 1 preparation of men and 
Armes tend:ng therevato, and to leave the managing 
of that warre to your Parliament, according to yo. r 
Majeſtics promiſe made unto us and your Royall 
Commiſſion granted under your great Seale of Eng- 
land, by adviſcof both Houſes, in proſecution where- 
of, by Gods bleſſing we have made a proſperous cn- 
trance by many defeats of the Rebels, whereby rhey 
are much weakned and diſcheartened, and have no 
pioyable meanes of ſubſiſtence, if our proceedings 
thall nor be interrupted by this interpoſition of your 
Majeſties J urney, but that we may hope upon good 
grounds, that within a ſhort time, without hazard of 
your Maj-(!tcs perſon, and ſo much dangerous con- 
fuſion to your Kingdomes, which muſt needs enſue if 
you ſhould pioceed in this reſolution : We ſhall be 
enabled fully ro vindicate your Majeſties right and 
authority in that Kingdome,and p:1niſh thoſe horri- 
ble and Outragious cruelties which have bin commit. 
ted in the murthering, and ſpoyling ſo many of 
your Subjec&t:,and bring that Realme to ſuch a Con- 
dition av may be much fr the advantage of you rMa- 
jcſty, and rhis Crown, the honour of your government 
2r1contentment of your people, for the better, an 
more ſpeedy cffeQing whereof we doe againe renew 
our humb'e defires of your returne to your Parlia- 
ment. Andthit youwill pleaſe to reject all Coun- 
ſels, and apprehenſions which may any way derogate 
from that faithfulneſſe, and Allegiance which in 
truth and ſinceritie we havgalwayes borne, and pro- 
feſſed to your Majeſty, and ſhall ever make good to 

the uttermoſ with our lives and fortunes,
